i 4. Disqualifications.—No person,— 

: (a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living; or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 

Shall be; eligible for appointment to the said post; 

1 Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person pom the operation of this rule. 

1 5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, 
it may, (>y order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons. 

i 6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age limit and other concessions 
required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, the Other Backward Classes, the Ex-Servicemen 
hnd oth^r special categories of persons, in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to time 
[n this iiegard.

G.S.R. 13.—To encourage growth of Budget Hotel* Accommodation and to increase the inventory of rooms for 
promotion of tourism in the country, the President of India is pleased to announce the revised Scheme of “Incentive to 
Accommodation Infrastructure” to provide incentives to new approved hotel projects in one, two, three star categories and 
heritage basic category hotels in the country. 

The details of the Scheme for grant of Capital Subsidy are as follows

1. The Scheme would be effective for the first year of the 11th Five Year Plan i.e. up to 31 st March, 2008 on an 

, experimental basis. The first phase would be upto 31-3-2008. 

2. The Scheme will be applicable throughout the country. 

; j 3. The Scheme would apply to all hotels in 1 to 3 star and heritage basic categories where the hotel projects have 
been commissioned and classified by the Ministry of Tourism, Government of India,with effect from 1-4-2007 
to 31-3-2008. 


4. The incentive will be in the form of capital grant of Rs. 2.00 lakh per room subject to a maximum of Rs. 30.00 lakhs 
to one star hotel, Rs. 3.00 lakh per room subject to a maximum of Rs. 75.00 lakh to two star hotel, Rs.3.001akh per 
room subject to a maximum of Rs. 100.00 lakhs to three star category hotel projects. 

5. In the case of heritage hotels, where the investment is required mainly for refurbishment of existing building, 
which includes creation of additional facilities and accommodation, the incentive will be a vailable only for the 
lowest category i.e. Heritage (Basic) ofRs. 3.00 lakh per room subject to the maximum of Rs. 100.00 lakh. 

6. The amount of incentive will be released to the concerned hotel after completion of its classification in the said 
category. 

7. Hotels availing the capital subsidy under the scheme can apply for upgradation in classification beyond three 
star category and Heritage (basic) only after a period of eight years form the date of initial classification.
